PRESIDENT’S  ADDRESS. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — It  seems  to  me  that  upon  this  our 
sixth  annual  meeting  we  have  every  reason  for  congratulation  by  all 
interested  in  our  charity.  That  we  can  heartily  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  the  entire  conditions  of  our  school,  and  can  look  with  pride  upon 
the  successful  culmination  of  our  efforts  to  establish  it  as  one  of  the 
leading  charities  of  our  city,  one  which  combines  more  than  any  other. 
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We  have  supplied  a want  long  needed  in  our  midst,  but  never  before 
provided,  and  we  can  now  feel  assured  that  we  are  upon  a solid  basis* 
We  have  fully  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  our  work;  we  have 
shown,  and  are  daily  showing,  the  benefits  to  human  kind  resulting 
from  it,  and  believe  our  school  is  recognized  by  all  who  have  in  any 
manner  interested  themselves  in  it,  as  one  of  the  greatest  institutions  of 
our  city;  one  whose  work  is  without  limit,  and  whose  benefits  will 
redound  to  its  glory  for  all  time  to  come. 

Six  years  ago  our  school  was  chartered.  We  were  without  means, 
without  sup’port  of  any  kind;  our  future  was  uncertain,  our  mere  sus- 
tenance from  day  to  day  a serious  problem,  our  existence  was  practi- 
cally unknown.  Stimulated  by  the  importance  of  the  work,  and  of 
what  we  knew  the  necessities  to  be,  having  investigated  the  number 
and  condition  of  the  boys  needing  our  care;  tracing  their  progress 
from  the  streets  as  vagrants,  to  crime  and  its  attendant  misery,  and 
ultimate  imprisonment  in  our  jails;  realizing  the  fact  that  the  boys  of 
to-day  were  to  be  the  men  of  the  future,  the  few  in  interest  persisted  in 
their  efforts,  day  by  day,  month  by  month,  year  by  year;  we  have 
steadily  grown;  we  have  persistently  worked,  until  we  now  feel 
strong  and  fully  confident  that  we  are  a success;  that  our  efforts  have 
culminated  in  the  accomplishment  of  our  purpose,  viz.:  The  perma- 
nent establishment  for  the  protection  and  care  of  homeless,  friendless 
and  neglected  boys. 

We  have  during  the  six  years  cared  for  1,054  boys. 

We  have  placed  in  homes  where  they  are  clothed,  educated  and  well 
cared  for,  851. 

The  cost  per  capita  has  been  $97.15. 

Our  present  inventory  of  property  shows  convincingly  our  financial 
success  and  progress. 

We  have  in  lands  and  buildings,  at  value,  $189,615.27. 

Our  indebtedness  is  $5,857.28. 

Is  any  comment  necessary?  Are  not  the  statements  in  and  of  them- 
selves conclusive?  It  seems  to  me  that  nothing  need  be  added. 

We  are  justified  in  feeling  very  proud  of  our  work,  and  we  do. 
We  are  thankful  to  our  friends  who  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to 
accomplish  what  we  have.  We  desire  to  still  further  increase  our  use- 
fulness and  extend  our  influence.  We  can  use  more  cottages.  More 
bovs  than  we  can  accommodate  need  our  care.  We  need  more  funds 
for  the  purpose,  and  that  we  may  add  educational  and  manual  training 
advantages;  that  our  boys  may  be  made  competent  in  some  trade 
which  will  enable  them  to  be  self-supporting  when  they  leave  us. 
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I do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  comment  upon  our  management.  It 
seems  to  me  that  our  results  are  a stronger  proof  of  its  wisdom  and 
efficiency  than  any  commendation  I might  make. 

Our  Secretary  and  Superintendent  have  prepared  detailed  state- 
ments, which,  I am  sure,  will  be  listened  to  with  interest. 

We  trust  that  with  the  beginning  of  our  Seventh  Year  our  friends 
will  continue  their  generous  aid  and  encouragement,  that  we  mav  fur- 
her  add  to  and  enlarge  our  sphere  of  usefulness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND 
GENERAL  MANAGER. 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — The  year  just  closing  marks  the 
sixth  annual  period  of  our  life  and  work  as  an  organization,  the  use- 
fulness of  which  has  been  fully  proved,  while  its  possibilities  are  limit- 
less. Founded  under  great  difficulties,  and  necessitating  manifold  and 
continual  sacrifices,  both  of  time  and  money,  on  the  part  of  its  projec- 
tors, this  association  has  continued  for  six  years  a career  of  progressive 
growth  unexampled  in  the  history  of  philanthropic  endeavor. 

As  we  turn  to  view  our  present  surroundings  and  realize  what  has 
been  done  in  so  brief  a period  for  a class  hitherto  neglected  and  forgot- 
ten, our  hearts  are  filled  with  thankfulness  that  we  have  been  enabled  to 
do  something,  at  least,  to  diminish  the  sum  of  human  misery;  to  raise 
from  the  gutter  the  unfortunate  children  of  the  Republic,  to  afford  to 
hundreds  of  the  scorned  and  neglected  an  opportunity  to  become  good 
and  useful  citizens. 

We  look  back  to  our  early  days  of  trial  and  tribulation,  and  we  for- 
get them  when  we  see  what  has  already  been  accomplished  in  redeem- 
ing children  from  the  streets  and  slums;  from  vice  and  pauperism; 
from  the  certainty  of  the  jail  and  Bridewell,  and  the  possibility  of  the 
penitentiary. 

During  the  twelve  months  just  past  our  progress  has  been  great. 
Chicago  is  growing  as  no  city  ever  grew  before,  and  the  claims  on  us 
increase  in  like  proportion.  The  past  year  has  been  an  extremely 
busy  one,  crowded  with  great  care  and  arduous  labor,  but  it  has  brought 
with  it  a rich  reward,  in  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  extend  our 
sphere  of  usefulness  and  to  provide  on  a larger  scale  for  the  depen- 
dent class  whom  we  have  specially  selected  for  protection  and  assist- 


ance. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Directors  have  held  their  regular 
monthly  meetings,  supplemented  by  special  meetings  when  such  were 
required.  Attendance  on  such  gatherings  is  a tax  upon  business  men, 
whose  time  is  of  value,  and  we  are  under  great  obligations  to  the 
Directory  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  duties.  To  their  conscientious  efforts  is  due  in  great  part 
the  success  of  this  important  work. 

The  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Committee  have,  during  this  year,  as  in  the 
past,  given  invaluable  aid,  but  as  their  report  will  be  presented  in  detail, 
I refrain  from  further  comment. 

One  year  ago  we  had  in  the  school  194  boys.  During  the  past 
twelve  months  234  new  inmates  were  received  and  12  who  had  been 
previously  placed  were  returned,  making  a total  of  440  cared  for  dur- 
ing the  year.  Of  this  number  237  were  placed  in  homes  or  returned 
to  their  families  or  friends,  leaving  in  the  school  on  May  1,  1893,  203 
boys. 

In  order  to  protect  the  interests  and  guard  the  welfare  of  the  boys 
whom  we  have  placed  on  farms  and  elsewhere,  the  services  of  a com- 
petent agent,  Mr.  J.  A.  West,  were  secured.  During  the  last  three 
months  he  went  through  the  states  of  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  Dakota, 
where  most  of  our  graduates  are  located,  and  personally  visited  125 
boys.  From  his  report,  and  from  letters  from  our  advisory  agents  at 
other  points,  it  is  evident  that  all  of  our  boys  who  have  been  placed 
out  are  doing  well.  There  was  but  one  exception  to  this  gratifying 
record,  and  in  that  case  the  boy  was  transferred  to  more  congenial 
surroundings.  All  the  boys  visited  regularly  attended  school,  while 
one  sent  out  five  years  ago  had  become  a teacher  in  a high  school  in  a 
Minnesota  village,  and  another  was  attending  college. 

Every  year  adds  to  the  task  imposed  upon  us,  not  only  in  caring  for 
new  recruits,  but  in  watching  over  the  welfare  of  those  whom  we 
have  sent  out  into  the  world.  We  have  been  fortunate  indeed  in  the 
selection  of  homes  for  our  boys,  as  we  have  been  careful  in  placing 
them,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  while  twelve  boys  were 
returned  during  the  year,  these  came  from  the  whole  number  placed 
out  in  six  years. 


FARM. 

Notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  season  our  farm  has  proved  a 
source  of  revenue,  as  well  as  offering  to  our  pupils  an  opportunity  of 
acquiring  exactly  the  knowledge  which  is  calculated  to  be  useful  to 
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them  in  their  country  homes.  The  older  boys  take  readily  to  agricul- 
tural pursuits,  and  become  greatly  interested  in  the  farm  work.  In 
addition  to  the  hav  and  coarse  forage  used  by  our  stock,  the  quanti- 
ties and  values  of  our  farm  products  were  as  follows:

Something  should  be  said  about  our  financial  condition.  We 
have  renewed  our  contract  with  Cook  County  for  the  current  year, 
for  the  board  and  tuition  of  a certain  number  of  dependent  boys,  sent 
to  the  school  by  order  of  the  County  Court,  and  from  this  source  we 
expect  to  receive  $12,000  during  the  year.  We  have  also  contracts 
with  Kane,  La  Salle,  Peoria,  Macon,  Du  Page,  Douglas  and  Massac 
counties,  for  the  care  of  a limited  number  of  boys,  and  from  these  we 
shall  receive  this  year  about  $1,000.  Contributions  from  the  parents 
and  friends  of  some  of  the  boys  will  amount  to  probably  $3,000,  so 
that  our  total  income  for  the  year  will  amount  to  $16,000.  The  es- 
timated cost  of  caring  for  the  boys  during  the  coming  year  is  $25,000, 
and  $1,000  will  be  needed  for  repairs.  This  leaves  us  with  the  neces- 
sity of  raising  at  least  $10,000  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Not  only  is  this  the  case,  but  the  demands  upon  us  are  constantly 
increasing.  In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  situation  we  urgently  need 
an  extension  of  our  facilities.  New  cottages  are  required,  and  these 
necessitate  additional  expense  for  furniture.  During  the  past  year 
the  Charles  B.  Pope  Cottage  has  been  constructed  and  furnished  at 
an  expense  of  $7,000  by  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Pope. 

A friend,  who  has  watched  our  progress  from  the  initiation  of 
this  work,  has  shown  his  approval  of  the  judicious  management  and 
value  of  the  movement  by  the  contribution  of  the  munificent  sum  of 
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$25,000  in  cash.  The  only  conditions  imposed  are  that  the  amount 
shall  be  exclusively  used  on  the  main  part  of  the  Administration 
Building,  and  that  the  name  of  the  donor  shall  not  be  made  public. 
We  would  be  indeed  glad  to  receive  other  contributions  under  the 
same  limitations. 

This  princely  benefaction  is  being  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  designated,  and  the  new  building  is  rap- 
idly approaching  completion.  We  need  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
Hospital,  a Chapel  and  a Manual  Training  School  Building,  and  for 
these  we  confidently  appeal  to  enlightened  and  open-hearted  philan- 
thropy. 

During  the  six  years  since  the  organization  of  the  School,  we 
have  received  and  cared  for  1,054  boys.  Of  this  number  we  have 
placed  in  homes  or  restored  to  friends  851 , leaving  in  the  school  on 
May  1st,  203  inmates.  The  total  cost  of  caring  for  each  boy  during 
his  school  life  has  been  $97.15;  not  a high  price  to  pay  for  such  a result. 

There  is  not  in  the  whole  list  of  charitable  work  any  one  more 
practical,  more  economical  and  affording  better  results  than  that  in 
which  we  are  engaged.  Street  boys  growing  up  in  ignorance  and 
vice  to  culminate  in  crime,  are  redeemed  from  their  evil  surroundings 
and  afforded  an  opportunity  to  learn  the  lessons  of  honesty,  industry 
and  morality.  The  change  effected  within  a few  months  is  astonish- 
ing. Even  with  the  boys  who  have  already  served  one  or  more 
terms  in  the  County  Jail  or  Bridewell,  a few  months  work  a mar- 
velous change.  Mothers  come  to  us  to  beg  our  aid  in  saving  their 
unruly  boys  from  the  evil  influences  of  the  street  and  the  saloon,  and 
from  the  contamination  of  bad  companions.  Many  boys  after  spend- 
ing a year  at  the  training  school  and  acquiring  habits  of  industry, 
have  been  restored  to  their  families.  The  gratitude  of  their  parents 
is  manifested  by  the  visits  paid  to  the  School,  and  the  heartfelt  thanks 
of  the  mothers  of  the  boys.  I am  confident  that  if  the  question  of  the 
maintenance  of  this  School  could  be  submitted  to  a popular  vote,  every 
taxpayer  and  citizen  would  gladly  record  his  ballot  in  its  favor. 

For  the  information  of  the  public  at  large,  as  well  as  for  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Association  who  may  not  be  fully  acquainted  with  the  law 
under  which  we  are  organized,  it  should  be  stated  that  this  is  not  a 
public,  State  or  municipal  institution,  but  a private  charity,  organized 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  and  authorized  to 
receive  from  the  Courts,  after  public  hearing  of  their  cases,  boys  of 
any  age  up  to  seventeen  years,  who  come  within  the  following  cate- 
gory: “Every  boy  who  frequents  any  street,  alley  or  other  public 
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place  for  the  purpose  of  begging  or  receiving  alms;  every  boy  who 
shall  have  no  permaisent  place  of  abode,  no  proper  parental  care  or 
guardianship;  every  boy  who  shall  not  have  sufficient  means  of  sub- 
sistence, or  who  from  other  causes  shall  be  a wanderer  through  the 
streets  and  alleys  and  other  public  places;  and  every  boy  who  shall 
live  with,  or  frequent  the  company  of,  or  consort  with  reputed  thieves, 
or  other  vicious  persons.”  Such  boys  are  declared  “Dependent  boys,” 
and  are  committed  by  the  Courts  to  the  care  and  custody  of  our  school. 

A more  thorough  knowledge  of  our  institution  and  its  practical 
operation  by  the  public  would  be  not  only  advantageous  to  the  school, 
but  to  the  people  of  the  city  and  state.  Everything  in  connection  with 
the  workings  of  the  school,  its  records  and  vouchers,  the  work  it  has 
done,  and  its  plans  for  increased  usefulness,  is  open  to  all. 

We  respectfully  ask  every  man  or  woman  who  takes  an  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  dependent  boys  to  visit  the  school,  for  the  more  that  is 
known  about  it  the  greater  will  be  its  opportunities  for  good. 

The  thanks  of  this  Association  are  justly  due  to  the  Mayor  of  Chi- 
cago, the  General  Superintendent  of  Police,  and  the  Press  of  the  City, 
which  has  treated  us  most  liberally,  and  to  all  our  patrons  who  have 
so  generously  contributed  to  the  support  of  our  school. 

With  a sincere  desire  on  my  part  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  this 
Association  as  delegated  to  me  by  your  Board  of  Directors,  I have 
used  my  utmost  endeavors  to  faithfully  perform  my  duties  and  to  ful- 
fill the  trust  committed  to  my  care.  As  I review  the  work  of  the  six 
years  of  our  life,  I feel  that  although  we  may  not  have  attained  to  that 
degree  of  perfection  to  which  we  have  aimed,  and  towards  which  we 
are  still  striving,  at  the  same  time  I believe  that  just  cause  exists  for 
congratulation  upon  the  beneficial  results  already  attained,  and  that  we 
have  equally  good  reason  to  entertain  a confident  hope  for  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers 
and  employes  of  the  institution  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  their  respective  duties,  and  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  uniform  kindness  and  assistance  extended  to 
me  upon  all  occasions.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association:  It  has 
been  a great  pleasure  to  me  to  be  one  of  the  workers  in  this  Associa- 
tion for  the  six  years  of  its  existence. 

Gradually  the  work  has  grown  until  it  has  attained  the  magnitude 
of  to-day,  when  not  so  much  that  has  been  actually  done  as  what  we 
see  can  be  and  needs  to  be  done,  looms  up  before  us,  and  we  seek  to 
secure  the  aid  and  financial  support  of  all  good  men  and  women  to 
help  “save  the  boys.” 

We  are  pleased  to  say  the  past  year  has  not  only  been  a busy  and 
prosperous  one,  but  has  been  one  of  the  happiest  of  any  of  the  former 
years;  we  feel  that  more  good  has  been  accomplished  and  greater 
results  obtained.  Our  secretary  has  given  you  a detailed  report  of 
the  placing  of  children  into  homes,  the  watchful  care  over  them,  and  it 
will  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  repeat  that  part  of  the  work. 

The  correspondence  with  the  boys  has  been  very  pleasant,  they 
always  express  their  gratitude  for  the  home  that  sheltered  them,  and 
the  kind  friends  that  cared  for  them  while  here.  Several  of  the  first 
boys  received  in  the  home  have  paid  us  a visit  during  the  year,  many 
others  are  in  families  that  intend  to  bring  them  to  the  World’s  Fair. 
The  boys  have  written  they  are  coming  home,  and  anxious  to  see  all 
the  friends  that  have  been  so  kind  to  them. 

How  different  the  letters  that  come  to  us  from  young  men  in  the 
prisons,  telling  us  if  there  had  only  been  such  a home  for  restless 
uneasy  boys  years  ago,  they  might  be  free  to-day,  a father’s  pride  and 
a mother’s  joy,  now  branded  for  life  and  fathers’  millions  of  money 
cannot  remove  the  stigma  attached  to  them.  If  you  could  all 
know  more  of  this  work  and  the  good  accomplished,  as  those  that 
work  in  the  Home,  you  would  resolve  to-day  to  do  more  than  you  have 
ever  done  to  “save  the  boys.”  The  year  has  been  one  of  great 
improvements  in  the  addition  of  the  lovely  new  cottage  erected  by 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Pope,  now  filled  with  thirty  happy  boys  saved  from  the 
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dangers  that  surrounded  them  when  on  the  streets,  they  are  now  aspir- 
ing to  an  education  that  will  elevate  them  to  a true  manhood.  The 
beautiful  edifice  that  will  be  completed  this  summer,  donated  by  our 
unknown  friend,  no  one  can  look  upon  without  thanking  God  that 
the  poor  boys  have  such  a dear  friend. 

The  library  gift  of  $100  from  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons  has  been 
expended  for  a choice  selection  of  books  for  the  Pearson  Library. 

In  our  new  building  we  will  have  ten  large  bookcases  and  we  hope 
many  other  friends  of  the  association  will  contribute  to  the  library 
this  coming  year. 

We  wish  to  express  many  thanks  to*B.  F.  Jacobs  for  furnishing  us 
our  Sunday  School  lesson  leaves,  to  the  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  and  Northwestern  University  for  our  speakers  for  the  Sun- 
day services.  The  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Committee  have  been  untiring  in 
their  efforts,  we  have  enjoyed  their  visits  at  the  Home  and  only 
wished  they  might  have  been  more  frequent,  for  they  were  always 
welcome. 

All  of  the  holidays  were  appropriately  celebrated.  Mr.  F.  H. 
Follansbee  and  Wm.  R.  Page  gave  the  boys  a bountiful  Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner,  Mr.  J.  T.  Chumasero  and  F.  T.  Haskell  remembered  them 
at  their  Christmas  dinner.  Mr.  E.  B.  Butler,  O.  L.  Dudley  and  many 
others  sent  in  holiday  gifts.  On  Fourth  of  July  they  had  their  annual 
picnic,  going  to  the  woods  for  the  day;  in  the  evening  a fine  display 
of  fireworks  furnished  bv  Mr.  Paee  and  Dudley.  Our  directors  have 
always  taken  great  interest  to  have  the  boys  enjoy  the  holidays  and  be 
made  as  happy  as  their  own  children. 

The  health  of  the  large  family  has  been  remarkable  when  we  con- 
sider the  condition  of  many  of  the  children  when  they  came  to  us. 
No  contagious  diseases  has  invaded  our  Home  and  no  deaths  during 
the  six  years  of  our  existence.  Dr.  N.  E.  Oliver,  who  was  appointed 
home  physician,  has  been  faithful  to  his  charge;  we  all  have  great 
faith  in  his  ability,  feeling  that  we  have  a physician  in  our  midst  who 
can  wisely  administer  to  our  physical  needs. 

The  work  in  woodwork  department,  machine  shop,  baker)7,  shoe 
shop  and  all  domestic  departments  has  been  well  and  faithfully  done. 

We  hope  in  the  near  future  some  kind  friends  will  erect  more 
buildings  for  the  Home.  We  have  fitted  up  a shop  room  in  the  base- 
ment with  machinery  that  was  donated,  the  boys  in  that  department 
have  done  good  work  considering  the  time  they  have  been 
receiving  instructions.  WTe  trust  that  when  the  World’s  Fair  is 
over  more  attention  will  be  given  this  charity  from  those  who  have 
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plenty  of  this  world’s  goods,  that  we  may  have  a chapel,  hospital,  cen- 
tral steam  plant,  laundry  and  more  shops  for  ihe  Manual  Training 
Department. 

We  express  our  thanks  to  the  Chicago  & Eastern  Illinois,  Lake  Shore 
and  Northwestern  railroad  companies  for  their  kindness  and  generos- 
ity to  the  Home.  To  the  teachers  and  employes  of  the  Home  who 
have  been  earnest  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  various  duties,  I 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks.  I have  had  many  hard  problems  to 
solve  in  managing  the  440  boys  in  the  different  departments,  but  with 
their  assistance  so  cheerfully  rendered,  their  patience  and  interest  in  the 
work,  we  have  spent  a pleasant  and  profitable  year  together  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Home.  The  smiles  and  greetings  of  the  children  every 
day  has  been  a source  of  pleasure  and  strength  in  all  my  care  and 
labor.

EDUCATIONAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  registered  in  this  department  during  the  year  was 
440,  we  have  taught  the  common  English  branches,  free  hand  and 
linear  drawing,  and  music. 

The  school  rooms  were  so  crowded  we  had  to  take  the  room  for- 
merly used  as  a chapel  and  use  for  the  3rd  and  4th  grades  and  have 
four  teachers.  Our  school  is  graded  from  kindergarten  to  7th  grade, 
we  often  have  boys  twelve  and  fourteen  years  old  that  cannot  read  or 
write,  the  kindergarten  methods  help  to  develop  them  rapidly.  Every 
boy  in  the  home  is  required  to  be  in  the  school  one-half  day  and  one- 
half  day  at  some  kind  of  industry,  so  far  as  we  have  shop  rooms 
for  them,  those  we  are  not  able  to  accommodate  remain  in  the  school 
both  sessions.  In  the  summer  months  several  of  the  boys  work  on 
the  farm  and  in  the  gardens;  each  boy  in  the  Home  has  prepared  a 
nice  flower  garden  where  he  can  study  horticulture. 

Our  school  register  is  open  for  inspection  to  all,  we  are  anxious 
that  the  public  should  know  more  of  the  work  accomplished  in  our 
educational  department.  Smart  boys, that  some  of  our  best  city  teachers 
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failed  to  manage  have  been  sent  here  and  taken  up  their  work  with 
such  interest  I have  often  wondered  what  has  caused  the  great  change 
in  the  bov. 

Many  discouragements  attend  our  teaching  efforts  owing  to  the 
fact  that  our  children  are  changed  so  frequently.  Our  teachers  have 
been  devoted  and  faithful  in  their  efforts  to  elevate  their  pupils.  The 
boys  that  leave  our  school  are  prepared  to  enter  classes  of  a corre- 
sponding grade  in  other  schools. 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  and  thanks  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  for  their  co-operation  and  support  in  carrying  forward 
the  work  we  all  are  so  deeply  interested  in,  trusting  in  God  for  the 
victory  which  he  has  promised  those  who  do  his  will.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AUXILIARY  COM- 
MITTEE. 


To  the  President  arid  Officers  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  and 
Manual  Training  for  Boys : 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  put  the  work  of  your  Auxiliary  Commit- 
tee for  the  past  year  in  the  form  of  a report.  The  work  has  not  been 
of  concentrated  form,  but  of  a general  character;  one  of  personal  ef- 
fort, of  observation  and  experience.  To  enable  us  to  have  a clear 
view  of  the  work  assigned  us,  so  as  to  be  able  at  any  time  and  place  to 
present  the  claims  of  the  institution  with  clearness,  and  the  warmth 
the  subject  calls  for,  we  have  looked  over  the  work  from  its  very  be- 
ginning, its  struggles,  trials  and  hopes,  noticing  carefully  the  condi- 
tion of  the  boys  consigned  to  your  care,  and  the  changes  wrought  in 
them  after  receiving  it,  the  hopes  given,  the  childish  traits  developed, 
and  the  affectionate  gratitude  shown  by  these  otherwise  homeless, 
desolate  children ; these  observations  have  given  us  a clearer  view  of 
the  work  assigned  us,  and  we  have  been  enabled  to  tell  the  story  of 
the  growth  and  need  of  the  school  with  greater  warmth  and  earnest- 
ness. Our  pleas  for  help  have  been  more  effective,  and  everywhere 
we  have  met  with  great  encouragement.  We  have  found  that  per- 
sonal effort  is  necessary  to  insure  success.  We  feel  that  the  future  is 
bright  with  promise. 

Regular  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  with  interesting  reports 
from  the  different  committees.  Two  new  members  have  been  added 
to  the  committee,  and  already  their  influence  has  been  felt  for  good. 
Owing  to  the  severe  cold  winter  greater  demands  than  usual  pressed 
upon  the  clothing  committee,  and  to  relieve  these  as  far  as  possible 
large  quantities  of  second  hand  clothing  were  solicited,  received  and 
sent  to  the  home;  these  with  the  clothing  purchased,  aided  the  Super- 
intendent in  making  all  the  boys  comfortable. 
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To  all  who  have  thus  assisted  us,  either  with  money  or  clothing  our 
thanks  are  due.  \\  e also  desire  to  acknowledge  assistance  from  the 
following  churches:  Trinity,  Immanual  Baptist,  Christ,  Central 
Church  Mission,  Presbyterian  at  Woodlawn,  Congregational  at  Oak 
Park,  Unity,  All-Souls,  Hyde  Park  Presbyterian,  Plymouth  and 
Memorial  Baptist;  and  to  thank  the  management  of  the  Sherman 
House  and  Auditorium  Hotel  for  kindness  shown  in  providing  a room 
for  our  meetings.

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  the  report  of  Mrs.  John  Angus,  Chair- 
man of  the  Visiting  Committee,  as  follows: 

The  Visiting  Committee  reports  having  visited  the  Home  at  various 
times  during  the  past  year.  In  each  instance  a most  creditable  condi- 
tion of  affairs  was  found.  It  had  been  the  wish  of  the  committee  to 
go  down  unannounced  and  unexpected,  so  as  to  find  the  boys  in  every 
day  working  order.  This  was  accomplished  in  the  last  visit.  If  the 
Home  could  ever  have  been  taken  at  a disadvantage,  it  was  then. 
Excavation  for  the  new  front  to  the  administration  building  was  going 
on,  and  obstructed  the  main  entrance  so  admission  was  gained  through 
the  kitchen,  where,  although  one  important  servant  was  absent,  the 
routine  work  was  going  on  orderly,  regularly  and  systematically;  boys 
in  their  several  departments  as  helpers  performing  their  duties  satis- 
factorily. The  boys  having  finished  their  dinner,  teachers  and  attend- 
ants were  at  theirs.  In  a very  short  time  the  visitors  were  served  with 
some  of  the  same  delicious  soup  which  the  boys  had  had  for  their  dinner. 
The  condition  of  doors,  sinks  and  range  were  such  as  to  gladden  the 
heart  of  a housekeeper.  The  committee  apologizes  for  dwelling  on 
hese  details,  but  believes  that  without  the  scrupulous  attention  to 
cleanliness,  which  has  always  been  observed  in  this  department,  the 
uniform  good  health  of  the  institution  could  not  be  kept  up.  Other 
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departments  were  visited,  bakery,  laundry,  shoe-shop,  wood-working, 
school  rooms  and  a machine  department  not  yet  in  working  order.  In 
every  room  order,  attention,  interest  and  apparent  satisfaction  were 
found.  The  affectionate  manner  of  some  of  the  boys  in  addressing 
Mrs.  Harrison  was  touching:.  In  the  school  room  little  ones  sang 
songs  of  their  own  selection;  older  boys  read  in  quite  a creditable 
manner,  and  compared  favorably  with  boys  of  corresponding  ages  in 
our  public  schools.  In  one  room  the  boys  were  eager  to  show  the 
work  done  on  slates;  and  in  the  work-room  were  proud  to  show  the 
results  of  their  efforts.  Touching  accounts  of  the  sort  of  rewards  held 
out  were  given  by  Mrs.  Harrison.  Some  members  of  the  committee 
were  present  when  one  bright  boy  returned  from  an  errand  to  the  city, 
giving  the  details  of  his  errand  in  a manner  which  showed  he  was 
worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  him.  The  absence  of  an)'  serious 
sickness  is  comforting,  and  the  angel  of  death  which  has  desolated  so 
many  homes  has  passed  this  one  by.  A new  member  of  the  visiting 
committee,  accustomed  to  public  institutions  in  other  states,  considers 
the  health  report  most  remarkable;  also  the  excellent  ventilation  of 
the  rooms. 

The  most  satisfactory  letters  are  received  from  boys  sent  to  homes, 
telling  of  their  present  happy  surroundings  and  thanking  all  concerned 
for  thoughtful  care  and  attention.  The  results  of  the  last  year’s 
work  proves  that  next  to  having  a home  where  father  and  mother  are 
bringing  up  their  children  in  the  fear  of  God,  is  to  have  a home  as  we 
represent,  where,  under  the  guardianship  of  a conscientious  superin- 
tendent, with  a corps  of  self-sacrificing  teachers  and  care  takers;  with 
competent,  orderly,  interested  servants;  the  boys  may  have  for  their 
bodies  a glorious  breathing  place,  with  plenty  of  sweet,  pure  air,  the 
gift  of  Almighty  God,  and  made  possible  to  the  boys  through  the 
self-sacrificing  spirit  of  devoted  friends;  and  for  their  souls,  the  whole- 
someness of  a mental,  moral  and  Christian  atmosphere. 

After  hearing  this  very  clear  and  gratifying  report  of  the  Visiting 
Committee,  which  seems  to  cover  every  point  of  the  work  at  Glen- 
wood,  we  feel  that  the  various  factors  of  educational  work  are  here 
interwoven:  The  school  room, home  discipline,  industrial  training,  the 
social  intercourse,  the  reading  of  books,  papers  and  periodicals,  the 
contact  with  visitors;  joined  to  the  daily  moral  and  religious  training, 
unite  in  moulding  character,  inspiring  hope  for  the  future  and  fixing 
habits  in  these  boys.  The  many  encouraging  reports  from  the  chil- 
dren placed  in  homes  are  proofs  of  the  permanent  results  of  the  work 
of  this  institution. 
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In  closing  this  report,  how  strongly  comes  to  us  this  message: 
“Behold,  I have  set  before  thee  an  open  door  which  no  man  can  shut.” 
Let  the  coming  year  be  one  of  renewed  consecration,  of  open  hands 
and  hearts  which  cannot  be  shut.

The  Association  proceeded  to  the  election  of  three  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  place  of  three  whose  time  expires  at  this  meeting, 
wnich  resulted  in  the  election  of  Wm.  R.  Page,  Frederick  T.  Has- 
kell and  F.  H.  Follansbee  as  Directors  for  three  years. 
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HOW  TO  GET  CHILDREN  FROM  THE  ILLINOIS 
SCHOOL  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  MANUAL 
TRAINING  FOR  BOYS. 


First,  we  are  neither  sectarian  nor  sectional.  Several  denominations 
are  represented  in  our  Board,  and  children  of  eighteen  nationalities 
in  the  Home. 

We  take  every  boy  committed  to  us  by  the  court,  unless  there  is 
some  disease,  either  of  body  or  mind,  that  will  prevent  him  from  being 
placed  in  a good  Christian  home. 

After  a suitable  preparation  under  the  instruction  of  competent 
teachers,  we  place  the  child  in  a home,  either  for  legal  adoption,  or  in- 
denture, and  he  must  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  the  family,  as  would  a 
son. 

The  Institution  continues  to  hold  the  legal  control  of  the  child.  If 
the  party  receiving  him  becomes  dissatisfied  after  a fair  trial,  he  may 
return  the  child,  at  his  own  expense,  to  us,  but  to  no  other  person. 

If  we  become  dissatisfied  with  the  home,  we  reserve  the  right  to  re- 
move the  child  at  any  time. 

No  relative  of  any  child  thus  placed  can  interfere  or  remove  the 
child  without  becoming  amenable  to  the  law,  and  prosecution  will  im- 
mediately follow.  Every  effort  possible  will  be  made  to  place  broth- 
ers in  the  same  locality.  The  most  vigilant  watch  and  care  will  be 
had  over  every  child  taken  from  our  home,  by  the  managers;  and  any 
attempt  to  secrete  such  child  from  us  will  be  followed  by  a removal. 

It  is  desirable,  but  not  absolutely  necessary,  that  applicants  for 
children  visit  the  school.  A letter  written  to  the  General  Manager 
describing  the  child  desired,  as  to  age,  and  such  other  conditions  as 
cover  the  important  points  which  the  applicant  desires  to  have  con- 
sidered in  selecting  a child,  will  enable  him  to  determine  at  once 
whether  there  is  any  child  that  would  do. 
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The  Manager  will  at  once  give  the  applicant  information  as  to  his 
ability  to  furnish  the  child  desired  or  one  nearly  in  accordance  with 
the  description.  The  one  most  nearly  satisfying  the  description  will 
be  selected  and  information  given  as  to  the  further  steps  necessary. 

In  sending  the  application  to  the  Manager,  the  applicant  should 
give  the  names  of  two  or  three  responsible  citizens  to  whom  the  Man- 
ager may  refer  as  to  the  applicant’s  fitness  to  take  care  of  the  child 
sought,  and  no  application  will  be  noticed  without  such  reference  or 
good  recommendation. 

If  the  application  is  approved,  and  references  satisfactory,  the  appli- 
cant will  be  notified.  He  will  then  be  required  to  send  money  enough 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  child  from  the  school  to  his  destination,  and 
should  state  at  what  time  he  will  be  at  the  station  to  meet  the  child. 

All  children  go  on  three  months’  trial.  The  applicant  will  be  re- 
quired to  sign  a receipt  for  the  child,  like  the  form  on  page  41. 

Should  anything  be  at  all  unsatisfactory,  it  is  only  necessary  to 
write  the  General  Manager,  who  will  adjust,  so  far  as  practicable,  all 
matters  properly  needing  attention. 

It  may  be  stated,  that  while  there  are  a great  many  desirable  chil- 
dren in  the  Home,  they  are  not  all  perfect,  and  if  applicants  will  expect 
to  bear  for  a while  with  some  faults,  they  will  be  the  more  sure  of  se- 
curing a boy  who  will  remain  with  them. 

If  after  sufficient  trial,  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  three 
months,  the  party  should  desire  to  have  the  child  indentured  to  him,  he 
can  notify  the  General  Manager,  who  will  have  the  indenture  papers, 
like  the  form  on  page  42  filled  out  and  properly  executed.  If  it  is 
found  desirable  to  adopt  the  child  as  his  own,  proper  instructions  will 
be  sent,  on  application  to  the  General  Manager. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  managers  to  have  every  child  placed  in  a 
home,  visited  as  often  as  practicable,  and  the  General  Manager  will 
be  required  to  visit  them  at  least  once  a year. 
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PLACING  IN  FAMILIES. 


No  task  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Home  is  more  del- 
icate than  that  of  procuring  proper  persons  to  become  the  foster 
parents  of  children.  The  boy,  for  instance,  maybe  amiable,  of  good 
habits  and  disposition.  The  foster  parents  may  also  be  good  people. 
If,  however,  there  is  a wide  dissimilarity  of  tastes  between  them,  the 
new  home  will  not  be  pleasant  for  either  the  child  or  the  parent. 
There  should  be  an  inherent  affiliation  between  them,  a kind  of  com- 
munity of  interest;  and  before  the  indenture  or  decree  of  adoption  is 
finally  executed,  the  manager  should  thoroughly  investigate  the  sur- 
roundings, the  circumstances,  vocation,  the  probabilities  of  the  parties 
adapting  themselves  to  each  other,  the  ability  to  properly  rear  and  edu- 
cate the  child,  and  the  general  repute  of  those  seeking  the  adoption.  An 
Agent  that  is  a good  judge  of  human  nature,  one  who  has  read  men  as 
well  as  books,  would  not  make  many  mistakes.  It  is  a great  trust  to  be 
made  responsible  for  the  future  career  of  the  little  ones,  who  will  soon 
be  men,  and  who  will  take  our  places  on  the  stage  of  action.  Children 
should  not  remain  in  the  school  any  longer  than  is  necessary  to  give  them 
that  training  and  discipline  that  would  make  them  desirable  acquisitions 
in  any  well  regulated  household.  To  give  them  a mere  institutional 
life  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  Home.  It  has  a higher  and  nobler  mission. 
It  seeks  out  the  helpless  little  ones,  who  are  the  innocent  victims  of  the 
afflicted  and  unfortunate;  homeless  little  waifs  exposed  to  the  elements 
and  to  scenes  of  debauchery  and  crime.  It  shelters,  subsists,  clothes, 
trains  and  educates  them  for  a higher  and  better  life.  Then  when  a 
family  is  found  and  it  adopts  a child  in  some  degree  of  mutual  affinity, 
it  is  safe  to  predict  that  each  will  be  a blessing  to  the  other. 
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BY-LAWS. 


FOR  BOYS. 


IN  FORCE  SINCE  MAY  6,  1889. 


Section  i.  Any  reputable  person  may  become  a life  member  of  this  Associa- 
tion upon  payment  to  the  Treasurer  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  a vote  of  the 
Board  of  Directors;  each  life  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Association,  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  additional  one  hundred  dollars 
paid  by  him  or  her. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  eight  mem- 
bers, two  of  whom  may  be  women;  the  President  and  Secretary  being  ex-officio 
members.  At  the  first  annual  meeting  after  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  said 
Board  of  eight  Directors  shall  be  elected  as  follows:  Two  for  one  year,  three 
for  two  years  and  three  for  three  years,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter  the 
terms  of  those  expiring  shall  be  filled  for  three  years.  Said  board  shall  exercise 
such  powers  as  are  authorized  by  statute;  have  the  management  of  the  property 
and  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  By-Laws;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  Cook 
county  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
directors  at  any  lawful  meeting  of  the  Board. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary,  Treasurer,  Superintendent,  and  such  other  officers  or  agents  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  provided  for  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  officers 
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shall  be  elected  by  said  Board,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  Provided , that  an)"  officer  or 
agent  may  be  removed  for  cause,  by  a vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  Directors,  when  the 
interest  of  the  Association  shall  require  it. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  to  have  the  general  care  and  super- 
vision of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent to  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  other 
inability. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Association 
and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  he  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  be  requested  to  perform  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  6 The  Treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  if  so 
required  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  execute  a bond  to  the  corporation,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  with  a condition  therein  that  he  will  faithfully  account  for 
all  money  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  and  pay  the  same  over  as  he  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  required  bv  the  Board;  and  will  in  all  things  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec  7.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  Treasurer  except  pursuant  to  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  and  then  only  upon  an  order  drawn  bv  the  Secretary  and 
countersigned  by  the  President,  which  shall  specify  the  particular  purpose  for 
which  the  same  is  drawn;  except,  that  the  Directors  may  by  resolution  direct  the 
payment  of  small  sums  for  current  or  incidental  expenses. 

Sec.  8.  The  books  of  account  of  the  Treasurer  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  he  shall  deliver  the  same  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office,  together  with  all  moneys  and  other  property  of  the  Association  in 
his  hands.  He  shall  make  a report  whenever  required  bv  the  Board  of  Directors, 
of  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Association. 

In  all  appropriations  of  money  by  the  Board  of  Directors  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  ayes  and  noes,  and  the  result  entered  upon  record. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, to  consist  of  three  members,  who  shall  hold  monthly  or  more  frequent 
meetings,  prescribe  its  own  order  of  business,  report  its  own  acts  and  doings  by  its 
Chairman  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  their  regular  meetings,  and  oftener  if 
required. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  act  for  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the  inter- 
vals between  its  regular  meetings,  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  government 
of  the  institution,  prescribe  the  course  of  study,  devise  plans  and  organize  measures 
for  raising  funds,  and  for  this  purpose  may  employ  canvasser  and  other  agents, 
and  generally  do  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  successful  operation  and  benefit  of 
the  institution. 
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SUPERINTENDENT. 

Sec.  io.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  personal  charge  of  the  institution  and 
its  property;  engage  and  discharge  all  employes  of  the  institution,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Executive  Committee;  shall  make 
monthly  reports  of  the  Superintendent's  doings  to  said  Committee;  shall  keep  a 
personal  record  of  each  boy  received  into  and  discharged  from  the  institution,  and 
a correct  account  of  all  money  received  and  disbursed  by  such  Superintendent, 
with  vouchers  for  the  same. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  ii.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  transaction  of  other  business  of  the 
Association,  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May  in 
each  year.  A written  or  printed  notice  of  said  annual  meeting,  signed  by  the  Sec- 
retary, or  in  case  of  his  disability,  by  the  President,  shall  be  mailed  to  each  of  the 
directors  and  members  of  the  Association,  and  a similar  notice  shall  be  published 
in  some  newspaper  of  Chicago  at  least  ten  days  before  said  day  of  meeting. 

Sec.  12.  The  business  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  conducted  in  the  follow- 
ing order,  viz. : 

(1)  The  hearing  of  the  reports  of  the  officers  and  directors. 

(2)  The  general  business  of  the  Association. 

(3)  The  election  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  shall  be  conducted  by  ballot. 

Sec.  13.  Special  meetings  of  the  members  of  this  Association  may  be  called  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  giving  notice  thereof  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  preceding  section,  provided  notice  of  such  special  meeting  shall  set  forth  the 
particular  business  to  be  proposed  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  14.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association  shall  hold  regular  monthly 
meetings  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  written  or  printed  notices  of 
which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary;  special  meetings  of  which  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary,  by  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or 
the  President. 

Sec.  15.  Inmdtes  may  be  discharged  from  the  custody  of  this  Institution  by 
the  General  Manager,  upon  application  in  writing  signed  by  the  parent  or  legal 
guardians  of  such  inmates  being  filed  with  the  Secretary,  provided  such  applications 
shall  have  first  been  investigated  by  the  Secretary,  and  recommended  by  him  and 
approved  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  by  one  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee ; and  provided  further,  that  said  parent  or  guardian  shall 
before  such  discharge  sign  a receipt  in  full  of  all  claims  or  demands  against  this 
Institution  or  its  officers  which  might  arise  by  reason  of  such  discharge. 

These  By-Law6  may  be  amended,  repealed,  or  new  By-Laws  may  be  adopted  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  by  a majority  vote  of  the  whole 
Board,  provided  one  week’s  notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  of  such  pro- 
posed change.

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  AND  AID  TRAINING  SCHOOLS 

FOR  BOYS. 


Approved  June  18,  18S3.  In  force  July  1,  1883.  L.  1883,  p.  198. 


INCORPORATION  AUTHORIZED. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois , represented  in 
General  Assembly : That  any  seven  or  more  persons,  residents  of  this  State,  who 
may  organize,  or  have  organized,  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  relating  to 
corporations,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  carrying  on  a train- 
ing school  for  boys,  shall  have,  under  the  corporate  name  assumed,  all  the  powers, 
rights  and  privileges  of  corporations  of  this  state,  not  for  pecuniar}'  profit:  Pro. 
vided,  however,  that  any  persons  organized,  or  who  may  hereafter  organize  as 
above  set  forth,  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  the  provision  of  this  act,  shall  first 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  Governor  thereto  in  writing,  which  consent  must  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

78.  OBJECT— HOW  MAINTAINED. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  training  schools  for  boys  shall  be  to  provide  a home  and 
proper  training  school  for  such  boys  as  may  be  committed  to  their  charge;  and 
they  shall  be  maintained  by  voluntary  contributions,  excepting  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

79.  PETITION  TO  ESTABLISH  DEPENDENCY— PARTIES. 

Sec.  3.  Any  responsible  person,  a resident  of  any  county  in  the  State,  may 
petition  the  county  court,  or  any  court  of  record  in  said  county,  to  inquire  into  the 
alleged  dependency  of  any  boy  then  within  the  county,  and  every  boy  who  shall 
come  within  the  following  description  shall  be  considered  a dependent  boy,  viz : 
Every  boy  who  frequents  any  street,  alley  or  other  place,  for  the  purpose  of  beg- 
ging or  receiving  alms ; every  boy  who  shall  have  no  permanent  place  of  abode, 
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proper  parental  care  or  guardianship;  every  boy  who  shall  not  have  sufficient 
means  of  subsistence,  or  who  from  other  cause  shall  be  a wanderer  through  streets 
and  alleys  or  other  public  places;  and  every  boy  who  shall  live  with,  or  frequent 
the  company  of,  or  consort  with  reputed  thieves  or  other  vicious  persons.  The 
petitioner  shall  also  state  the  name  of  the  father  and  mother  of  the  boy,  if  living 
and  if  known,  or  if  either  be  dead,  the  name  of  the  survivor,  if  known;  and  if 
neither  the  father  nor  mother  of  the  boy  be  living  or  to  be  found  in  the  county,  or 
their  names  to  be  ascertained,  then  the  name  of  the  guardian,  if  there  be  one.  If 
there  be  a parent  living,  whose  name  can  be  ascertained,  or  a guardian,  the  peti 
tion  shall  set  forth  not  only  the  dependency  of  the  boy,  but  shall  also  show  either 
that  the  parents  or  parent  or  guardian  are  or  is  not  fit  persons  or  person  to  have 
the  custody  of  such  boy,  or  that  if  fit,  the  father,  mother  or  guardians  consents  or 
consent  to  the  boy  being  found  dependent.  Such  petition  shall  be  verified  by  oath 
upon  the  belief  of  the  petitioner,  and  upon  being  filed,  the  judge  of  the  court  shall 
have  the  boy  named  in  the  petition  brought  before  him,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  application  in  said  petition  contained,  and  for  the  hearing  of  such  peti- 
tion the  county  court  shall  be  considered  always  open. 

80.  HEARING-JURY— COMMITMENTS. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  .the  filing  of  such  petition,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  issue  a 
writ  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  directing  him  to  bring  such  boy  before  the  court, 
to  order  a jury  to  be  summoned  to  ascertain  whether  such  boy  is  a dependent  as 
alleged  in  said  petition,  and  also  to  find  if  the  other  allegations  are  true,  and  if 
the  other  allegations  are  true,  and  if  found  to  be  such,  they  shall  find  his  age  in 
their  verdict;  and  when  such  boy  shall  be  without  counsel  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  assign  counsel  for  him;  and  if  the  jury  shall  find  that  the  boy  named 
in  the  petition  is  a dependent  boy,  and  that  the  other  facts  set  forth  in  the  petition 
are  true,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge  he  is  a fit  person  to  be  sent  to  a training 
school  for  boys,  the  judge  shall  enter  an  order  that  such  boy  be  committed  to  a 
training  school  fcr  boys  in  the  county;  if  there  be  such  in  the  county;  but  if  there 
be  no  such  school  in  the  county,  then  to  any  training  school  for  boys  in  the  State, 
to  be  in  such  school  kept  and  maintained  until  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  therefrom  in  the  manner  hereafter  provided. 
Before  the  hearing  aforesaid,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parents  or  parent  or 
guardian  of  the  boy,  if  to  be  found  in  the  county,  and  also  to  the  chairman  of  the 
county  board  of  the  county,  of  the  proceedings  about  to  be  instituted,  and  they 
may  appear  and  resist  the  same. 

81.  APPOINTMENT  OF  GUARDIAN-CONSENT  OF  PARENTS. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  court  finds  as  in  the  preceding  section,  it  shall  further  order  of 
record  that  such  boy  has  no  guardian,  or  that  his  guardian  or  parent  or  parents 
is  or  are  not  fit  person  or  persons  to  have  custody  of  such  boy,  or  that  the  parent> 
parents  or  guardian  consent,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  court  shall  thereupon 
appoint  a guardian  of  the  custody  and  tuition  of  such  boy,  and  no  bond  shall  be 
required  of  such  guardian,  and  such  guardian  shall  permit  such  boy  to  be  placed 
under  the  care  and  in  the  custody  of  such  training  school  for  boys  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 
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82.  WARRANT  FOR  COMMITMENT. 

Sec.  6.  A warrant  shall  thereupon  be  issued  in  duplicate  by  the  clerk  to  some 
suitable  person,  a resident  of  the  State,  to  be  designated  by  the  judge,  authorizing 
him  or  her  to  take  in  charge  and  care  for  the  dependent  boy  named  in  said  order, 
and  convey  him  to  the  training  school  for  boys  to  which  he  is  committed,  and  said 
•warrant  shall  be  substantially  as  follows:

Sec.  7.  klpon  receiving  of  the  dependent  boy  the  superintendent  of  the  school 
shall  indorse  upon  the  warrant  referred  to  in  the  preceding  section  a receipt  as 
follows :

84.  FEES  FOR  CONVEYING  DEPENDENT  BOY. 

Sec.  8.  The  fees  for  conveying  a dependent  boy  to  a training  school  for  boys 
shall  be  the  same  as  for  conveying  a juvenile  offender  to  the  Reform  School  for 
Juvenile  Offenders  at  Pontiac,  in  this  State,  and  they  shall  be  paid  by  the  counties 
from  which  such  dependent  boys  are  sent,  unless  they  are  paid  by  the  parent  or 
guardian. 
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85.  SUPPORT  TO  BE  PAID  BY  COUNTIES-AGE  FOR 
COMMITMENT. 

Sec.  9.  For  clothing,  tuition,  maintenance  and  care  of  dependent  boys  the 
county  from  which  they  are  sent  shall  pay  the  training  school  for  bo  vs  to  which 
they  may  be  committed,  as  follows:  For  each  dependent  boy  under  the  age  of  ten 
years,  eight  dollars  per  month;  for  each  dependent  boy  over  ten  and  under  four- 
teen  years  of  age,  seven  dollars  per  month;  for  each  dependent  boy  over  fourteen 
and  under  eighteen  years  of  age  six  dollars  per  month ; for  each  crippled  and  disabled 
boy  of  any  age,  nine  dollars  per  month.  Provided  that  no  bov  shall  be  committed 
whose  age  shall  be  over  seventeen  years,  and  upon  the  proper  officer  rendering  proper 
accounts  therefor,  quarterly,  the  county  board  shall  allow  and  order  the  same  paid 
out  of  the  county  treasury.  Provided  that  no  charge  shall  be  made  against  any 
county,  by  any'  training  school  for  boys,  on  account  of  any  dependent  boy  in  the 
care  thereof  who  shall  have  been  by  said  school  put  out  to  trade  or  employment 
or  for  adoption  after  he  shall  have  been,  and  as  long  as  he  shall  remain  so  put  out: 
Provided  that  no  charge  shall  be  made  against  any  county  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  such  boy  or  boys  unless  the  county'  from  which  said  boy  or  boys 
shall  come,  first  shall  have  contracted  with  said  training  school  for  boys  for  the  sup- 
port  and  maintenance  of  said  boys  or  boys. 

86.  OFFICERS  TO  RECEIVE,  CARE  FOR  AND  CONTROL  BOYS. 

Sec.  10.  The  officers  and  managers  of  any  training  school  for  bovs  in  this 
State,  shall  receive  into  such  school  all  boys  not  idiotic  and  not  afflicted  with  a con- 
tagious disease,  committed  thereto  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  have  the 
exclusive  custody',  care  and  guardianship  of  such  boys,  shall  provide  for  their  sup- 
port and  comfort,  instruct  them  in  such  branches  of  useful  knowledge  as  may  be 
suited  to  their  years  and  capacities,  and  shall  cause  them  to  be  taught  or  trained  in 
some  trade  or  industrial  pursuit,  and  for  the  purpose  of  their  education  and  train- 
ing, and  that  they  may  assist  in  their  own  support,  they  shall  be  required  to  per- 
form such  tasks  suitable  to  their  years  and  sex  as  may  be  prescribed  by  such, 
officers  and  managers,  and  as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper. 

87.  BOYS  MAY  BE  PLACED  IN  HOMES  OR  APPRENTICED  TO 

TRADES. 

Sec.  11.  Any  boy'  committed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  a training 
school  for  boys,  may,  by  the  officers  and  managers  of  said  school,  be  placed  in  the 
home  of  any  good  citizen,  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  purpose  and  time  as  may' 
be  agreed  upon,  or  he  may  be  given  to  any  suitable  person  of  good  character  who 
will  adopt  him,  or  he  may  be  bound  to  any  reputable  citizen  as  an  apprentice  to 
learn  any  trade,  or  as  servant  to  follow  any'  employment  which  in  the  judgment  of 
said  officers  and  managers  will  be  for  his  advantage;  and  all  and  singular  of  the 
provisions  of  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  apprentices,” 
approved  February  25,  1874,  in  force  July  1,  1874,  'n  so  far  as  they  are  applicable, 
shall  apply  to  and  be  binding  upon  such  officers  and  managers,  upon  such  boy  and 
upon  the  person  to  whom  such  boy  may  be  bound;  Provided,  that  any  disposi- 
tion made  of  any  boy  under  this  Act  shall  not  bind  him  beyond  his  majority ; and, 
provided  further,  that  such  officers  and  managers  shall  have  a supervising  care 
over  such  boy  after  he  shall  be  so  put  out,  to  see  that  he  is  properly  treated  and 
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cared  for;  and  in  case  such  boy  is  cruelly  treated,  or  is  neglected,  or  the  terms  on 
which  he  shall  have  been  put  out  to  any  person  be  not  observed,  then  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  officers  and  managers  to  take  and  receive  such  boy  again  into 
the  custody,  care  and  protection  of  said  training  school.  And  said  officers  and 
managers  shall  have  power  to  reclaim  any  boy  put  out  to  any  person  under  the 
terms  of  this  Act,  without  the  consent  of  the  person  to  whom  the  boy  may  be  so  put 
out,  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  officers  and  managers  the  boy  shall  be 
cruelly  treated,  neglected  in  training,  proper  instruction  or  otherwise,  or  not  prop- 
erly cared  for. 

88.  DISCHARGE  OF  INMATES. 

Sec.  12.  Any  boy  committed  to  a training  school  for  boys,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  may  be  discharged  therefrom  at  anv  time  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
thereof  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  officers  and  managers,  the  good  of  the  boy 
or  the  good  of  the  school  would  be  promoted  by  such  discharge,  and  the  Governor 
may  at  any  time  order  the  discharge  of  any  boy  committed  to  a training  school 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

89.  SUPERVISION  BY  BOARD  OF  STATE  CHARITIES— STATE 
APPROPRIATIONS  PROHIBITED. 

Sec.  13.  All  training  schools  for  boys  in  this  State,  organized  under  this  Act, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  visitation,  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
State  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  as  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  State. 
But  no  such  training  school  shall  receive  an  appropriation  from  the  State  for  any 
purpose,  and  any  school  receiving  an  appropriation  from  the  State  shall  not  have 
the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

90.  COURTS  COMMITTING  BOYS  MAY  ORDER  DISCHARGE. 

Sec.  14.  The  court  committing  any  boy  to  a training  school  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  making  such  commitment, 
upon  proper  showing,  to  order  the  discharge  of  the  boy,  or  his  restoration  to  his 
parents.  And  shall  also  have  power  generally  to  make  all  orders  relative  to  boys 
committed  by  such  court,  in  order  to  apply  the  benefits  of  this  Act  to  such  boys; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  such  boys  the  court  may  send  its  writ  to  any 
county  in  this  State.  Appeals  as  in  other  cases  shall  be  allowed  from  all  final 
orders  made  by  such  court  under  this  Act,
